Ready for Peace and Proposes 


to Give Cuba a new Gov- 


ernment, 


A SCHEME FOR HOME RULE, 


BUT THERE WILL BE A CiOV- 


ERROR .GENERAL WHO

REAL CONTROL. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


WASHINGTON, D. C. April 20.—It looki 


today as if Spain were ready to give Cuba 
home rule, and bring peace at any cost. 
Within the next four weeks the Madrid 
government will put in execution a com- 
prehensive separate government for Cuba 
and by Cubans. 


There is good reason to believe that the 


state department has received Madrid in- 
formation to this effect. It promises to 
bring a sudden termination to the irrita- 
tion and friction that has been existing 
for many months between the United 
States and Spain, and replies with one of 
a friendly and amiable nature. The law 
which is to be put into effect, we3 signed 
by the Queen regent March 15, and will be 
followed by rules and regulations develop- 
ing- the present scheme of reforms. 


By the time the queen regent makes her 


address to the Spanish Cortes, which as- 
sembles next month,'the law will be pro- 
mulgated throughout Cuba and the long- 
expected policy of home rule in Cuba will 
be realized. 


The law is very elaborate in its provis- 


ions. The element of home lule is secured 
by the establishment of two local bodies 
drawn from the residents of Cuba. One 
is known as tbe Provincial Chamber of 
Deputies, the other the Council of Ad- 
ministration. The latter is to have ap- 
pelate jurisdiction over the former. Large, 
powers are granted the Council of Admin- 
istration in the internal management of 
public affairs, but the governor general 
continues the supreme representative of 
Spain and will have direct charge of mili- 
tary, naval and international questions.

Charles Stewart, formerly of this city, 


but who has been engaged in the laundry 
business at Westerly, 1?. 1., lor a number 
of yean, is very prosperous, as his many 
friends will be glad to know. He has just 
enlarged his plant greatly and its present 
completeness is thus deinriued by the 
Westerly Daily Sun. 


"Charles E. Stewart, propiietor of Ihe 


Westerly laundry, has completed, in the 
main, the enlargement and improvement 
of his plant iu the Dixou house, which he 
set out to accomplish hyveral weeks ago. 


''For some time the 
facilities with 


which Mr. Stewart has had !a work have 
not been satisfactory. He wanted more 
room, and he secured, by lease, tlie ice 
house of the hotel, which was directly 
back of his old laundry. The inside was 
completely gutted end the old mid new 
quarters connected. 


"The enlarged quarters contain 2,477 


square feet, equal to one floor of a build- 
ing sixty by forty I'eH. A twenty-three 
horse power boiler furnishes the heat and 
steam needed, although gas is used In 
heating all'the iron machines. The work 
is all done by machinery, the capacity of 
the washers, starching, dampening, dry- 
ing, and ironing machinery and rooms be- 
ing 1,000 shirts a day. The caps city of 
the new mangle is 3,000 pieces a day. Two 
separate and complete dry rooms, each 
equipped with a doub'e coil of pipe, will 
take in 200 shirts and 1,200 collars and 
cuffs, and still have live bars left for other 
goods. The wash room is thirty feet 
high. In the top of this room are cold 
and hot water tanks, tlie Utter holding 
500 gallons. 


"A new machine h one suitable to iron 


puffsleeves of the ladies' drf-s^es. This 
machine can be used for this purpose 
only. Another feature is the hand work 
on tylers, a fad straight from Boston, 
which will be the rage this summer. 


"Mr. Stewart now has tbe largest and 


best equipped laundry between New 
Haven, Conn., and Providence, in the lat- 
ter city there being only two which excel 
the We&terly one in capacity."

STRUCK BY A STREET CAR. 


A Man Severely Hurt In Blackinton Sat. 


urday Evening. 


Tbe first accident which has occurred 


on the Hoosac Valley street railway on 
tbe Williamstown line happened Satur- 
day evening. Henry Henderson and Frank 
Belval of Blackinton had stopped at the 
spring by the roadside near the Fitchbai-g 
railroad bridge in Blackintou. They had 
just left the spring when a freight train 
was passing. The noise of the 
freight 


train prevented their hearing the clang- 
ing of tbe bell of an approaching electric 
car and Henderson stepped onto the t'ack 
in front of tbe car and was struck by the 
car fender. He was rendered unconscious 
and was carried to a house near by and 
Dr. Galvin of Blackinton was summoned. 
He found the injuries received were se- 
vere bruises to the right shoulder and 
right side. The injured man was cared 
for and afterwards removed to the hospi- 
tf.l in the ambulance. The motorniaii 
was in no way to blame for the accident, 
and his promptness in shutting off the 
c-ji-rent on the car after seeing Henderson 
on the track was undoubtedly the means 
of saving Henderson's life. Heudeixon is 
almost a stranger in Blackintcm having 
lived there IOPS than .1 week.

HOUSE TO CONSIDER IT TO-DAY 


Now Only Employed While Congreg* t§ In 


Session—If Successful It Will Cost th« 


Government Nearly Half a Mil- 


lion Dollar* Annually. 


Washington, April 20.—The house 


committee on accounts will report to- 
day, without recommendation, the reso- 
lution providing for the employment 
of clerks to members the whole year 
round, instead of during the session of 
congress 
only.

The house conferees 
had not agreed to the amendment, but 
(ion. liingham Franklin stated that he 
saw no outcome of the struggle except 
that the concurrence by the house 
tn the senate's proposition.

that its members should have the 
same assistance, and the resolution re- 
ferred to was introduced to secure it. 
The committee was evenly divided on 
the question, and it was decided to in- 
struct Chairman Aldricli to report it 
without recommendation, which he 
will do to-day. 
The , members ivill 


then have an opportunity, as Mr. Can- 
non said the other day, to secure an- 
nual clerks for themselves, if u. ma- 
jority of them have the courage to go 
on record as favoring the proposition.

Makers of Hlsh tirade Wheels Said 


To Bo Organizing. 


WILL DO AWAY WITH MIDDLEMEN 


S10O Bikes May Soon Bo Sold for 065— 


Jobbers' Profits and Advertising

About 850 on Each Bl- 


cycle Sold. 


New York, April 20.—A special to a 


morning newspaper from Boston says: 
Within a we«k from this time, if pres- 
ent plans are not altered, there will be 
a revolution in the bicycle-business in 
this country. Nearly all of the makers 
of high-grade wheels have organized 
a corporation with $10,000,000 paid up 
bona fide capital. They will dispense 
with middlemen and jabbers. It is not 
a "trust" in the offensive sense of the 
word, but a legitimate combination to 
do away with superfluous expenses. It 
is announced that the price of high 
grade wheels will be cut from the 
present stan ard of $100 to 865. The 
identity of the firms that are in the cor- 
poration is being kept a secret. So is 
the identity of the officers and all kin- 
dred details. The eastern managers 
of the enterprise keep the prospectus 
under lock and key, and will not give 
out any tangible facts until all their 
plans are perfected. Boston will prob- 
ably be the headquarters of the cor- 
poration. The present standard price 
of a high grade wheel is $100. It costs 
to make it in the factory thirty dollars; 
fifteen dollars more is spent for adver- 
tising and thirty-five dollars goes to 
the jobber. The rest of the S100 is 
profit to the maker. The problem is 
to annihilate that thirty-five dollars 
and fifteen dollars. The incorporators 
of the new concern think that they 
have solved it in a way to bring them 
increased returns and, at the same 
time, enormously reduce the cost of 
conductingitheir business. 


CRANK INVADES A CHURCH. 


With a Drawn Revolver lie Denounce! 


Religion In Front ot the Pulpit. 


Oakland, Cal., April 20.—A crank 


with a revolver created a stampede in 
the Unitarian church here yester- 
day. 
Prof. Griggs of Stanford uni- 


versity, who filled the pulpit in tho 
absence of tho pastor, was about to 
open service when a roughly dressed 
young man walked up the aisle, and 
halting in front of the pulpit platform, 
drew a pistol and announced his inten- 
tion of being heard. In a loud voice 
he denounced religion as a humbug, 
stating that he could prove upon the 
authority of Prof. Leconte, President 
Jordan of Stanford and other distin- 
guished scientists, that man de- 
scended from the lower animals. Col. 
John Irish came forward to reason with 
the intruder, but the strang-er levelled 
the revolver at the colonel, who stood 
his ground and dared him to approach. 
While CoL Irish was endeavoring to 
calm the crank, two members of the 
congregation slipped up behind him 
and pinioned his arms before he could 
do anything.

Berlin, April 20.—The United States 


consuls, ia Germany have published in 
the local papers in their respective 
consular districts the regulations gov- 
erning the export of American meats 
from the United States, with a view of 
dispelling 
the 
German 
prejudice 


against the American product. The 
Strasburg Post, in commenting on 
these regulations, says: ''The provi- 
sions of the American law are clear 
and sufficient, nevertheless official ex- 
aminations of American meats made 
here prove that the meats imported are 
bad, and that the law, therefore, can- 
not be stringently enforced." The 
Berlin Neueste Nachrichten professes 
to know, upon good authority, that 
practices exist in the American meat 
packing business that would so disgust 
foreign consumers did they know them, 
as to forever deter them from touch- 
ing American packed meats.

Dynamite Alines Laid Around Buluwayo 


To Protect the Town. 


Cape Towa, April 20.—A dispatch 


from Buluwayo, dated yesterday, says 
that <• the number of rebellious Mata- 
beles is increasing daily and that they 
are massing- closer to the town. A 
dynamite train, that is arranged to be 
fired by electricity, has been laid on 
the outskirts and along- the streets. 
The mines are all connected with the 
central laager and can be exploded 
separately. On Saturday night some 
of the Jlatabeles changed their posi- 
tion. It is believed that they moved 
southward to attempt to prevent the 
advance of the 500 men from Mafeking 
who are marching- to the relief of 
Buluwayo.

20.—Robert L. Day, the senior member 
of the well known banking and broker- 
age firm of R. L. Day & Co. of Boston 
died here very suddenly yesterday af- 
ternoon, aged 76 years, at his residence 
on Newtown place. 
Death was due to 


an attack of heart failure. 
For many 


years he was cashier of the Maverick 
National bank of Boston, but left that 
institution about twenty years ago to 
start in business for himself and has 
since amassed a large fortune. 


FOUND DEAD IN HIS CELL.

last a man giving his name as Henry 
A. Anderson of Chicago called at the 
executive mansion and endeavored to 
secure an interview with President 
Cleveland.

Another Majnba Hill Disaster Predicted 


for the English—German Press Com- 


ment on the Cnltcrt States' Posi- 


tion Regarding Cuba. 


Berlin, April 20.—The time of tho- 


introduction in the reichstag of the 
centrist interpellation in opposition to 
the practice of dueling has been fixed 
for to-moTow, and if the government 
should fall to make a satisfactory state- 
ment in regard to the matter the cen- 
trists will either offer motions de- 
manding the suppression of dueling or 
support the resolution of the f reisinnigs 
demanding thas the chief authorities 
of the respective federal states shall 
exert all their powers to put a stop to 
the custom, especially in the army. 
The debate upon this matter will afford 
the f reisinnigs and socialists a splendid 
opportunity to a&sail the emperor's 
repeated remission of sentences im- 
posed upon dxtelists after they had 
spent a brief and easy term of confine- 
ment in a fortress. 


Want Dueling Absolutely Prohibited. 
Both the centre and the freisinnig- 


parties are desirous that the govern- 
ment shall issue an edict of such a 
character as will absolutely prevent 
recourse to dueling, without reference 
to a military court of honor, whose de- 
cisions have frequently rendered duels 
imperative. 
It was the action of the 


military court in expelling- Licberecht 
von Ko+v.e from his rank as an officer 
for neglecting to challenge Boron von 
Hchraeder and slicing him for libel in a 
civil court instead that eventually 
caused the fatal encounter bet ,veen tlio 
two men.

thoug-ht that Kotze ought to fight, and 
consequently quashed the decision of 
the 
military court, thus 
enabling 


Kotze to regain his position as an offi- 
cer and fulfil the requirements of the 
military code by sending a challenge 
to Schraeder. It is not expected, there- 
fore, that the emperer will instruct 
the ministers to promise what the cen- 
trists and freisinnigs demand. 
Predicts Another Mnjuba Hill Disastet. 


Next to dueling the leading cause of 


popular excitement is the preparation 
which England is taking for action 
against the Transvaal. All of the Aus- 
trian and Italian influences in the 
councils of the dreibund, which have 
been thrown on the side of England, 
will become paralyzed if events shall 
confirm the suspicion entertained by 
Germany that Great Britain intends to 
coerce the Boers. The peaceful assur- 
ance given by the British ministers 
and British parliament are distrusted 
here. The North German Gazette 
cautiously advises delay in the dispatch 
of English troops to South Africa, in 
deference to President Kruger's peace 
policy, but the unofficial and more out- 
spoken Tag-eblatt sees plan on tho part 
of Great Britain to use the Matabele 
rising as a pretext for sending forces 
to Cape Colony. The Vossische Zeitung- 
approves the action of the Boers in 
arming themselves to protect their in- 
dependence, and predicts another Ma- 
juba Hill disaster for England. 


American Intervention in Cuba. 


Although the report that President 


Cleveland has offered the friendly ser- 
vices of the United States in settling 
the Cuban troubles is not confirmed, 
the North German Gazette, in an in- 
tensely hostile 
criticism 
thereon, 


written upon the assumption that the 
report is true, tells Spain to decline 
positively to admit that the president 
of the United States has any right to 
tender his advice in the Cuban matter, 
or rather to tell the American govern- 
ment to mind its own business. The 
Vossische Zeitung says: "If the United 
States government gives effect to the 
resolutions passed by the two houses 
of congress recognizing the Cubans as 
belligerents Spain must tolerate the 
act. 
She cannot go to war with the 


United States, but America cannot ex- 
pect any European state, however weak 
or distressed, to submit without pro- 
test to any such interference." The 
United Press finds excellent reasons 
for stating that the views expressed by 
the two newspapers above quoted do 
not represent the opinion of the kaiser, 
who thinks that Spain ought not to re- 
ject the friendly diplomacy of the 
president of the United States, but 
rather should show willingness to 
negotiate with and assist the govern- 
ment at Washington to find a way to 
reach a settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion. 


Retlrecl|from Active Businen. 


Cincinnati, April 20.—Perry S. Heath, 


who for over two years has been 
president and general manager of the 
Commercial Gazette, ha5 sold his inter- 
ests in that company and retired from 
the directory and management. In 
disposing of his interests in the paper 
he simply took ad vantage of opportuni- 
ties to make a handsome profit and get 
a respite from active business. 


Sultan May Visit Russia. 


Berlin, April 20.—A dispatch from 


St. Petersburg says it is reported there 
that the sultan of Turkey has accepted 
aji autograph invitation from the cz:.r 
to vi.sit Moscow asid St. Petersburg-. 
The date of the sultan's visit has not 
been fixed, the dispatch says, but it is 
possible that it may occur at the time 
o. the czar's coronation.

Berlin Employes To Have a General Holi- 


day on May i. 


Berlin, April 20.—The Berlin em- 


ployers have agreed to give their em- 
ployes a general holiday on May 1, for 
the purpose, as they allege, oi enabling 
them to attend the tradei exhibition, 
which takes place on that day. U*.ie 
socialist newspapers are jubilant over 
this concession on the part of the em- 
ployers, and ascribe it to the recent 
socialist manifesto threatening a boy- 
cott against all employers who do not 
join in the celebration of May day.
